Washington, April 6—-(AP)—A 


"spectacular" wartime increase in 
the occupation of homes by owners 
contributes 
to the scarcity of 


dwellings for veterans, the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported to- 
day. 


"Despite high prices, the des- 


perate need for homes forced 
thousands to buy", said the federal 
agency in a repori showing "sub- 
stantial shift" from tenancy to 
owner-occupancy in 122 cities. 


"The forced purchase of homes 


by persons not yet ready finan- 
cially to assume the long-term cost 
of home ownership, or by persons 
whose residence in the community 
was only temporary, has created 
for thousands an unstable and in- 
secure type of home ownership". 


One-fourth of the cities surveyed 


showed gams of more than 36 per- 
cent in the proportion of dwellings 
occupied by owners during the 
period between April 1940 and late 
1945, the BLS said.

Worst War Deeds 


Nuernberg, April 6—tAP) — 


Field Marshal Wilhelm Keitel, for- 
mer chief of the 
German 
high 


command, listed for the interna- 
tional military tribunal today the 
"three worst things I had to do 
against my conscience" in serving 
Adolf Hitler. 


He testified that these were: 
1. Ordering warfare in the So- 


viet Union which violated civilized 
rules. 


2. Sanctioning the Gestapo exe- 


cution of 50 escaped British RAF 
prisoners of war in 1944 and the 
lynch law against "terror" fliers. 


3. Issuing a decree for the 


liquidation of patriots in occupied 
western countries. 


These decisions, which he attri- 


buted to Hitler but admitted sign- 
ing, were "most against my edu- 
cation as a German officer and 
my inner voice," Keitel said.

on the unprecedentedly wide pow- 
ers bestowed on a ci\Ihan atomic 
energy commission under terms of 
the bill.

—subject to final action by the 
special senate atomic energy com- 
mittee next week—the commission 
could do just about anything- it 
feels necessary to advance atomic 
developments.

The security council of our new

The capable handling of the dan-

situation has demonstrated that 
the United Nations security coun- 
cil not only is a competent mter- 
ir-efl-ary but—what is more im- 
portnt—that the organization has 
the respect of the countries of the 
world, "indeed I think we may 
make it stronger and say that 
the authority of the United Na- 
tions is making itself felt. 


And who can tell but what this 


auspicious beginning may lead to 
the o-reat ideal proclaimed by Gen 
Douglas 
MacArthur 
yesterday 


when he called upon the nations 
to renounce their sovereign right 
to make war The terrible alterna- 
tive to that, as he pointed out, 
must be "another and totally de- 
tsructive war—a war involving al- 
most mass extermination". 


Just a Step 


Anywav, we've made a f&ir 


start," and the rainbow of peace 
still hangs in the sky. However, 
\ve should recognize this for what 
it is —just a beginning—just a 
step in the right direction. 


The Persian difficulty has not 


been settled, and we shouldn't ov- 
erlook that. As a matter of fact, 
having studied that complicated 
affair at first hand in Persia. I 
venture the guess that it's a long 
way from being settled to the com- 
plete satisfaction of all concerned 


That's not the mam point. What 


has happened is that a tiny coun- 
try (it"happens to be Persia) has 
been able to get hearing of a 
grievance against a major power, 
the competence of the council to 
deal with the issue has been rec- 
ognized, and the dispute has been 
guided onto a highway which may 
lead to ultimate settlement 
or 


which in any event may by-pass 
the use of force. 


One of the most gratifying as- 


pects of the case is that while 
the authority and dignity of the 
United Nations were maintained, 
the council didn't get tough in try- 
ing to force a settlement. The 
harsh question of sanctions didn't 
arise. Horse sense prevailed. 


It's perhaps fortunate that this 


first test case should involve the 


rights ot small nations as against 
those of the great powers. The fact 
that justice was evenly balanced 
between little Persia and mighty 
Russia will do much to encourage 
confidence in, and support of, the 
peace organization. 


Big Strategic Value 


The position of the Russo-Per- 


sian case now is that the security 
council has shelved it temporarily 
while the two countries negotiate. 
If they don't reach a satisfactory 
solution the United Nations will 
take a hand agam. 


As previously remarked, it's like- 


ly to take a long time to achieve 
agreement, and it will be surpris- 
ing if the two countries ever reach 
a point that satisfies both of them. 
And we mustn't overlook that 
England, which also has a big 'n- 
terest in Persia, will be watching 
to see that her toes aren't stepped 
on. 


The interests 
of Russia 
and 


England in Persia go back for 
generations, and are complicated. 
Persia's oil of course enters into 
the picture and that isn't without 
concern to Uncle Sam as well. 
However, as I see it the main point 
is that Persia is strategically im- 
portant to Russia and Britain 
The Soviet wants to be sure that 
her vital frontier in the Caspian 
zone :s secure, and England can't 
forget that Persia provides a land 
hiehwav into India. Last but not 
least, Russia long has had an eye 
on a warm water port at the head 
of the Persian Gulf So you see 
there are momentous issues to be 
dealt \\ith.

The moth- 
er and child have received visits from the public health nurse as a part of the Emer- 
gency Maternity and Infant Care program, devised especially for the care of the fam- 
ilies of servicemen. Families of all servicemen are eligible under this program. 


In an effort to ferret out hearing defects among 


students in the Dixon schools, every pupil in the city 
was examined last year with the audiometer, shown 
above as a student's hearing is checked. Those found 
to have defects last year were re-tested this year. 
High school students are examined every year. 


The week beginning tomorrow has been.designated 


as "Enow Your Public ^Health Nurse Week." This is a 
time set aside to enable us to become better acquainted 
with her and her work. It is an opportunity to correct 
our vague understanding of the work she does in help- 
in e," to guard the health of our community, and the help 
she can give with our health problems. 


The fully-qualified public health nurse is a regis- 


tered graduate nurse who has received additional spe- 
cial preparation in public health nursing. She has ac- 
quired skill in techniques for care of sick in the home, 
and she is trained to teach families some of these tech- 
niques. She has an understanding of problems and re- 
lationships of both family and community scope. 


The public health nurse is also equipped to aid in 


the control and pmention of communicable diseases, 
and the prevention and control of tuberculosis. She is 
well ver>ed hi such subjects as child growth and devel- 
opment, nutrition, mental hygiene, and maternal and 
infant welfare. 


In observance of this occasion and in order to pro- 


vide the public with a first-hand -dew of this work, an 
open house will be held at the Lee County Health de- 
partment office, 123 East First street, and the County 
Tuberculosis office, located in the Hospital annex, on 
Thursday, April 11, from 2 to 5 p. m. 


Here Marion Thomas, Public Health department 


Tuberculosis Nurse, is applying the Patch test, which 
is an early means of tuberculosis case-finding. A year- 
round program is conducted annually in all Lee county 
high schools in the drive to stamp out tuberculosis. 


Here Miss Wilhelm uses the Woods lamp in examining school children for ring 


worm of the scalp, which has been detected in some of the schools in this area this 
winter. All children in the Dixon school system have been examined by Miss Wilhelm 
with the Woods lamp, which is said to detect the ring worm before it is visible to the 
naked eye. All cases showing the ring worm are examined weekly, while all others 
are examined every three months.
